Survey. Edmontonians 
respond overwhelmingly 
in favour of keeping the 
building around after 
Oilers’ new home opens 
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Edmontonians want to keep 
Rexall Place standing even 
after a new arena opens 
downtown. 

A survey of 26,000 people 
conducted online, released 
Thursday, showed only 14 
per cent feel the building 
should be torn down, with 40 
per cent hoping to see it re¬ 
purposed and 30 per cent sug¬ 
gesting it should be kept as is. 

The survey is part of a 
broader strategy Northlands 
is undertaking as it tries to 
figure out what to do with 
the building after the Oilers 
leave to the new downtown 
arena. 

When asked if they 
thought the building could 
survive, 46 per cent of people 


said yes, while 32 per cent 
said no and 22 per cent said 
they did not know. 

Northlands CEO Tim Reid 
said he takes the results as 
a sign that residents want 
Northlands to search for 
a middle ground and they 
don’t want a fight. 

“What people are telling 
us is that a battle between 
two large arenas in Edmon¬ 
ton is not something they 
want to see,” he said. 

Reid said the committee 
looking at the arena is going 
to travel to a few Canadian 
cities to look at what they’ve 
done. They’ve hired finan¬ 
cial firm KPMG to look at 
the costs of everything from 
demolition to repurposing 
the building. 

Coun. Tony Caterina, who 
represents the area, said he’s 
glad Northlands is involving 
the community and trying to 
ensure the building doesn’t 
just sit idle. 

“Many community mem¬ 
bers have felt that North¬ 
lands was theirs and we were 
tiying to remove something 
that is very near and dear to 
their hearts,” he said.

Two deaths 
shock Leduc 


Friends and family are remem¬ 
bering two men killed in a 
fatal Leduc crash Wednesday as 
loving fathers who loved their 
homes in Newfoundland. 

Harold May Jr. of Badger, 
Nfld., and Shawn Briffett of 
Glovertown, Nfld., were killed 
after the taxi they were riding 
in collided head-on with a 
pickup truck in Leduc early 
Wednesday morning. 

The two men, both 37 
years old, were found dead on 
scene. A third man, 35, was 
transported to hospital with 
critical injuries, along with the 
38-year-old taxi driver. 

Betty Briffett, Shawn’s aunt, 
called her nephew a “beauti¬ 
ful father” to his six-year-old 
daughter Sophie and a lover of 
the outdoors. 

“He was a great person,” 
she said. “He loved the out¬ 
doors — hunting and fishing 
and stuff like that.” 

Briffett said it was a hard 
decision for Shawn to move 
away from Newfoundland for 
work. “If he could have worked 
in Newfoundland, he would 
have in a heartbeat,” she said. 

Badger mayor Mike Patey 
called May’s death shocking for 
the entire community. 

As a volunteer firefighter 
for the past 10 years, Patey said 
May was a fixture in town. 

“I knew him personally,” 
said Patey. “I had a son the 
same age and they graduated 
together.” 

Patey said it’s a difficult 
decision for many to leave 
their community to work out 
of town, but it’s the reality 
nowadays. “That’s a part of life 
for us fellows. I did it when I 
was a young man.” 

The three men had been 
returning from work at Snap 
Lake diamond mine after a 
two-week shift.

Replacement school 
plan still on table 


Greater Highland. 
Parents offered 
three options for 
consolidated facility 
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Parents from Edmonton’s 
Greater Highland neigh¬ 
bourhood will once again be 
able to offer their two cents 
when it comes to consolidat¬ 
ing area schools as the city’s 
public school district consid¬ 
ers a major change in the 
community. 


EPSB released three pos¬ 
sible concepts for the Great¬ 
er Highlands neighbourhood 
that would affect families in 
three community schools: 
Highlands School, Mount 
Royal School and Montrose 
School. 

The three schools, which 
were included in a similar 
debate last year, have a com¬ 
bined attendance of approxi¬ 
mately 520 students that 
would — according to the 
concepts — be consolidated 
into either one replacement 
school or a modernized ver¬ 
sion of Highlands. 

Roland Labbe of EPSB 
planning said the district 


heard from parents last year 
when they were considering 
a replacement school for 
three different communities 
and wanted to continue the 
conversation in Highlands 
this year. 

“In our three-year capital 
plan, we’ve identified a re¬ 
placement school for each of 
the years generically without 
naming the location, so we 
thought this would give us 
a jump for our possible next 
request,” said Labbe. 

Mount Royal School par¬ 
ent and father of three Dave 
Zylstra said this time around,

of funds approved for 2015 
in the Smart Bus project pro¬ 
file and maintain a project 
schedule that provides for the 
quickest possible deployment 
of both the Smart Bus and 
Smart Fare solutions,” reads 
the report. 

Council decided to give 
dollars to both the Smart Fare 
and Smart Bus programs back 
in December after city admin¬ 
istration argued for the cost 
savings if the two projects 
were done in conjunction. 

Looking to kill two birds 
with one stone, city officials 
are waiting to hear from the 
province if the GreenTRIP 
dollars they are hoping for to 


fund the regional Smart Fare 
project is approved before 
they install the equipment to 
be used for both initiatives. 

“By starting with the im¬ 
plementation on the Smart 
Bus equipment, it prepares us 
for Smart Fare, and by doing 
this now, it actually gives us 
the most accelerated schedule 
to get both projects done,” 
said Ken Koropeski with ETS. 

However, city officials are 
asking council to consider 
going ahead with Smart Bus 
installation due to the numer¬ 
ous negative impacts — like 
the further delay of Smart 
Fare — that could arise if they 
wait for provincial dollars, 
reads the report. 

The Smart Fare program 
is a regional project between 
Edmonton, the City of St. Al¬ 
bert and Strathcona County, 
but it is relying on 
GreenTRIP dollars 
to move forward.

According to a city report, 
the reliability of escalators 


in the system was at 83 per 
cent in 2014, with vandalism 
and age-related component 
failures often the root of the 
problem. 

Mayor Don Iveson and 
Coun. Michael Walters have 
brought this issue forward to 
city administration in recent 
meetings, looking for an¬ 
swers as to why the moving 
steps are often closed. 

But city administration 


says they’re working on some 
potential solutions to the 
problem. 

Transit users will soon 
see a “protective prototype 
tent,” which will reduce 
the sand and snow coming 
into the LRT station, at Cen- 
tuiy Park, reads the report. 
Real-time elevator and escal¬ 
ator reporting, as well as a 
new maintenance contract, 
should help improve escal¬ 


ator reliability. 

Brendan Van Alstine, head 
of the Edmonton Transit Rid¬ 
ers’ Union, says there’s con¬ 
cern about accessibility for 
riders if the escalators remain 
unfixed. 

“It would be nice to have 
a little bit more concrete de¬ 
tails, but as long as they fix it 
in the long term, that would 
be good,” he said.

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LGBTQ rights. Education 
minister side-steps 
questions on GSA memo 


Alberta’s education minister 
is refusing to address a memo 
being circulated by Catholic 
school trustees that claims 
any legislation concerning gay- 
straight alliances (GSA) would 
intrude on their rights. 

Metro has previously provid¬ 
ed a copy of the memo to a staff 
member in Education Minister 
Gordon Dirks’ office and writ¬ 
ten two stories on the matter. 

But Dirks said in a news 
scrum Thursday he wouldn’t 
“comment on any individual, 
specific group, other than to 
say I’ve met with a broad range 
of stakeholders ... a broad spec¬ 
trum of individuals who have 
an interest and concern in this 
matter.” 

Dirks has been touring 
around the province and has 
met with members of already 
established gay-straight alli¬ 
ances in certain public schools. 

The Alberta Catholic School 
Trustees’ Association said in 
its controversial memo that 
the province already has the 
“strongest anti-bullying lan¬ 
guage in Canada” and that “no 
additional legislation is neces- 


saiy.” 

Dr. Kris Wells, co-director of 
the Institute for Sexual Minor¬ 
ity Studies and Services at the 
University of Alberta, has said 
the document “really does 
draw a line in the sand.” 

Reached Thursday, Wells 
said it’s time for the govern¬ 
ment to take action to provide 
“unqualified support” for GSAs. 

“That’s what the surveys 
and the polls show Albertans 
want and that’s what the gov¬ 
ernment needs to deliver,” he 
said. 

“If they’re concerned about 
these so-called complex legal 
issues, well, those school dis¬ 
tricts and boards that don’t 
want to do this work can take 
the government to court, rath¬ 
er than putting the onus on the 
students to go to court for their 
own rights.” 

But Dirks said he had plans 
for further meetings. 

“I’m continuing to do that 
this week.... Eventually, a deci¬ 
sion will be made with what 
we’re doing going forward with 
regards to that.”

Edmonton will likely turn to 
our southern neighbours to 
run new pay-by-plate parking 
technology, as city administra¬ 
tion is recommending a deal 
with the City of Calgaiy’s Park- 
Plus system. 

City councillors will be 
asked next week to approve 
the start of negotiations with 
Calgaiy on a licensing deal for 
their ParkPlus software. 

Acting director of parking 
management Bohdan Maslo 
said the system, developed in- 
house at the City of Calgary, is 
simply the best option. 

“We did do a survey of 
other Canadian municipal¬ 
ities, and it was the only prov¬ 


en solution used in Canada,” 
he said. 

The city has closed a tender 
for the actual curbside parking 
machines, but regardless of 
which company is selected as 
the winner, ParkPlus will run 
the back end of the system. 

“We’re able to pick what¬ 
ever equipment best meets 
the needs of the City of Ed¬ 
monton, and then ParkPlus 
software is able to integrate 
them,” said Maslo. 

Calgaiy Coun. Gian-Carlo 
Carra, who sits on the board 
of directors for the city’s park¬ 
ing authority, said the city is 
proud of their system and the 
benefit it could provide to tax¬ 
payers. 

“There’s going to be a lot 
of people out there trying to 
build a better mousetrap, but 
right now we’ve got the best 
one on the market,” he said. 

Maslo said the city would 
soon select a winner for their 
actual machines and hopes to 
have them on the streets later 
this spring.

311 Explorer tool a major 
chance for developers 



Data Website allows 
people to track open

The city released a treasure 
trove of data on 311 calls that 
should help create new apps 
and other tools, according to a 
local expert. 

Mack Male, who has used 
other information from the 
city’s open data catalogue in 
the past, said the 311 data is a 
huge step forward. 

“There’s a ton of data here. 
Over 100,000 data points in 
what they’ve uploaded, and 
this is just a subset of the over¬ 
all data they have,” he said. 

Male said there is unlimit¬ 
ed potential for both the city 
itself and citizens to learn 
from the data. 

“Any open data set is inter¬ 
esting to citizens, and there 
are certainly geeks like me 


who will do things with it,” he 
said. 

As Metro was first to re¬ 
port, the 311 explorer website 
the city unveiled allows people 
to track open complaints and 
view issues in their street, 
neighbourhood or city ward. 

Director of call-centre oper¬ 


ations Maria Schrijvers said re¬ 
leasing the data is in fine with 
the city’s overarching goal of 
being more accessible. 

“One of the key goals of the 
city is to make more informa¬ 
tion publicly available and eas¬ 
ily searchable,” she said.

Edmonton’s historic McDoug¬ 
all United Church could be 
living on its last prayer, as 
costs mount for the centuiy- 
old building’s repairs with no 
money on the horizon. 

The church first came to 
councillors last year, asking 
for the city to take ownership 
of the building and respon¬ 
sibility for what was then es¬ 
timated at between $8 million 
and $12 million in repairs. 

Councillors declined to 
purchase the building, but did 
offer to help get a more de¬ 
tailed assessment of the struc¬ 
ture’s condition. 

That assessment paints a 
worse picture, with the re¬ 
pairs now estimated to be be¬ 
tween $18.4 million and $25.4 
million. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
the building is a treasured 
historic resource, but there is 
simply no money to save it. 

“I don’t think there is any-

body who wants to see that 
church come down, but with 
that said there’s only so many 
things we can do,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
the church has to take some 
responsibility for not keep¬ 
ing up with the maintenance 
on the building. He said help¬ 
ing now is simply beyond the 
city’s resources. 

“The city isn’t floating in 
cash. I don’t see a way of bail¬ 
ing them out,” he said. 

Administration explored 
the notion of a historical 
designation on the building, 
but while the church wants 
to preserve it, they’re wor¬ 
ried the designation wouldn’t 
bring enough in grants and 
ultimately hurt them in the 
long run. 

“The Church Council sees 
the building and land as finan¬ 
cial assets, which may need to 
be leveraged to support the 
relocation of the congregation 
if the building becomes un¬ 
usable,” reads the administra¬ 
tion’s report.

Alberta’s education minis¬ 
ter says school boards made 
a “compelling argument” to 
skip construction of “starter 
schools” but continues to reject 
any notion that modular-based 
buildings weren’t up to par. 

Gordon Dirks’ comments 
came Thursday, one day after 


his ministiy surprised many 
with an announcement that 
it would proceed straight to 
erecting full-scale facilities 
in 12 Calgaiy and Edmonton 
communities. Previously, those 
neighbourhoods were to see 
starter schools opened that 
would likely have lacked prop¬ 
er gymnasiums, libraries and 
learning common areas. 

In response, both Calgaiy’s 
public and Catholic school 
boards — as well as their peer 
boards in Edmonton — wrote 
letters expressing concerns 
about the sites. 

But Dirks reiterated previ¬ 
ous statements that starter 
schools are a viable option and 
didn’t rule out moving ahead 


with such developments in 
other areas in the future. 

“This had nothing to with 
the quality of the facilities — 
starter schools are outstanding 
facilities,” he said. “This is all 
about responding to the re¬ 
quests from school boards who, 
having done further analysis on 
their parts, requested that we 
move to full-build so that we 
could get more spaces opened 
quicker.” 

The full-build schools will 
house between 600 and 900 
students apiece, far more than 
the 250 anticipated to fit inside 
starter facilities. The schools 
come at a time when student 
populations have surged in Al¬ 
berta’s major centres.

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Kenney praises 
anti-terrorism bill 


Security. More 
homegrown terror 
attacks a likelihood, 
says defence minister 


Defence Minister Jason Kenney 
sang the praises of the federal 
government’s anti-terror bill 
Thursday as he used his maiden 
speech to Canada’s militaiy 
establishment to warn that 
more homegrown terror at¬ 
tacks are likely 

The country is engaged in a 
long-term ideological struggle 
with radical Islam, Kenney told 
the annual Ottawa gathering 
hosted by the Conference of De¬ 
fence Associations Institute. 

“We need only to look to 
Copenhagen, to Paris, to Brus¬ 
sels and to Sydney,” Kenney 
said. The notion that western 
civilization and style of gov¬ 
ernment are never going to be 
challenged is wrongheaded, he 
added. Canada’s geographic re¬ 
moteness, prosperity and plur-

alism “have given Canadians 
reason to think that we can 
avoid real threats to our peace 
able dominion. Yet we face a 
global movement that quite 
literally defies reason.” Kenney, 
who took over from Rob Nichol¬ 
son earlier this month, says the 
country “shouldn’t overreact 
to this threat, nor should we 
underreact.” 

Debate over the govern¬ 
ment’s proposed Bill C-51, 
which would increase the pow¬ 


ers of security agencies, notably 
the Canadian Security Intel¬ 
ligence Service (CSIS), began 
earlier this week in the House 
of Commons. 

The concerns of the bill’s 
critics are exaggerated, Ken¬ 
ney said. “We are taking all of 
these steps while respecting the 
rights of Canadians.” 

New Democrats oppose the 
legislation. The Liberals have 
said they will support it but 
promise to fix some of the flaws 
if they form government after 
this year’s election. One of the 
loudest complaints about the 
bill is that it lacks additional 
oversight of intelligence servi¬ 
ces to prevent possible excesses. 
The government says no new 
mechanisms or bodies are need¬ 
ed beyond what already exists. 

Bill C-51 is the government’s 
response to the killing last Oc¬ 
tober of two Canadian soldiers, 
one of whom died during the 
Oct. 22 attack on Parliament 
Hill. The bill is meant to counter 
the threat of homegrown rad¬ 
icalism.

Superbug cases 
linked to tainted 
medical tools 


Antibiotic resistance. 

Incompletely sterilized 
endoscope carries 
lethal bacteria 


A “superbug” outbreak sus¬ 
pected in the deaths of two pa¬ 
tients at a Los Angeles hospital 
has raised questions about the 
adequacy of the procedures for 
disinfecting a type of medical 
instrument used on more than 
a half-million people in the U.S. 
eveiy year. 

At least seven people — two 
of whom died — have been in¬ 
fected by a potentially lethal, 
antibiotic-resistant strain of 
bacteria after undergoing endo¬ 
scopic procedures at Ronald 
Reagan UCLA Medical Center 
between October and January, 
and more than 170 other pa¬ 
tients may have been exposed 
as well, UCLA said. 

The germ is known as Car- 
bapenem-resistant Enterobac- 
teriaceae, or CRE, and similar 
outbreaks have been reported 
around the nation. They are 
difficult to treat because some 
varieties are resistant to most 


known antibiotics. 

UCLA said Wednesday that 
the infections may have been 
transmitted through at least 
two contaminated endoscopes 
that were used to diagnose and 
treat pancreatic and bile-duct 
problems. 

An endoscope — or more 
specifically in this case, a duo- 
denoscope — is a thin, flexible 
fibre-optic tube that is inserted 
down the throat to enable a 
doctor to examine an organ. 
The device typically has a light 
and a miniature camera. 

“We notified all patients 
who had this type of proced¬ 
ure, and we were using seven 
different scopes. Only two of 
them were found to be in¬ 
fected. In an abundance of cau¬ 
tion, we notified eveiybody,” 
UCLA spokeswoman Dale Tate 
said. 

The two medical devices car¬ 
ried the bacteria even though 
they had been sterilized ac¬ 
cording to the manufacturer’s 
specifications, UCLA said. 

More than 500,000 patients 
undergo procedures using duo- 
denoscopes in the U.S. eveiy 
year, according to the FDA.

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Rebel fighters hug as they take 
control of key Ukrainian town 


Debaltseve. Retreating 
Ukrainian soldiers 
grim with at least 13 
dead and hundreds 
missing, captured 


For the rebel fighters who 
seized control of this strategic 
town, Thursday was a day of ju¬ 
bilation and bragging ofvictoiy. 
The retreating Ukrainian sol¬ 
diers were grim, stunned and 
relieved to have escaped with 
their lives as the scope of their 
losses became clearer: at least 
13 dead and hundreds missing, 
captured or wounded. 

Rebel fighters roamed the 
debris-littered streets of De¬ 
baltseve, laughing, hugging 
and posing for photos a day 
after the fall of the furiously 
contested railway hub. Associ¬ 
ated Press journalists found its 
neighbourhoods destroyed and 
all under the control of the re¬ 
bels. 

On the road out of town, 
dozens of Ukrainian militaiy 


vehicles, many riddled with 
bullet holes and with their 
windshields smashed, were 
heading to the government- 
held city of Artemivsk. 

The soldiers inside described 
weeks of harrowing rebel shell¬ 
ing, followed by a hasty retreat. 

“We left under heavy fire, 
driving on back roads,” said a 
soldier who gave only his first 
name, Andrei. “As we were leav¬ 
ing, we were attacked by artil- 
leiy and grenade launchers. We 
came under repeated attack by 
tanks and assault groups.” 

As rebels waved separatist 
flags, Nikolai Kozitsyn, a Rus¬ 
sian Cossack leader and prom¬ 
inent warlord in the rebel-con¬ 
trolled east, drove around in a 
Humvee-like vehicle captured 
from Ukrainian troops. 

All around lay the wrecked 
remains of Ukrainian armoured 
vehicles. Rebel fighters, many 
of them Cossacks, searched 
through the bunkers and tents 
of an abandoned military en¬ 
campment, looking to salvage 
equipment and clothing left 
behind, the associated press

Muslims must fight ‘ugly lie’ that 
West is at war with Islam: Obama 


President Barack Obama called 
on the world Thursday to con¬ 
front efforts to use Islam to 
justify violence, saying Muslim 
communities in particular have 
a responsibility to push back 
on “twisted interpretations of 
Islam” and the belief that the 
West is at war with the religion. 

With ISIL spreading and ter¬ 


rorists gaining strength in the 
Mideast and Africa, Obama has 
sought to use a White House 
summit this week on violent 
extremism to urge the world to 
broaden its response far beyond 
militaiy interventions. U.S. air- 
strilces have managed to blunt 
some of the militants’ gains in 
Iraq and Syria, but they don’t 


address the extreme ideologies 
that underpin deadly groups 
such as ISIL, al-Shabab and 
Boko Haram. At the summit’s 
closing session at the State De¬ 
partment, UN Secretaiy-Gener-

The turbulence of the global 
oil slump could briefly nudge 
the Canadian inflation rate 
into negative territoiy this 
spring, a senior Bank of Can¬ 
ada official said Thursday. 

But deputy governor Ag- 
athe Cote offered some re¬ 
assurance, saying that even 
if the annual rate dips below 
zero it would not be con¬ 
sidered deflation. She noted 
that true deflation, which can 
be damaging for an economy, 
would require a period of 
widespread price declines. 


“Rest assured — even if 
inflation turns negative for 
some time, that would not 
constitute deflation,” Cote 
said in Mont-Tremblant, Que. 

“When inflation expecta¬ 
tions are solidly anchored, 
as is now the case in Canada, 
there is no reason to fear 
deflation.” The central bank 
tries to keep inflation close to 
an ideal two per cent target 
and it can adjust its trend¬ 
setting interest rate to help 
the economy hit that bull’s-

Pipeline. TransCanada to 
seek approval for Upland 


The Canadian company be¬ 
hind the long-delayed Key¬ 
stone XL oil pipeline will seek 
U.S. government approval for 
another pipeline — this one 
going north. 

Industiy officials in North 
Dakota say the proposed Up¬ 
land Pipeline could reduce 
reliance on the railroads to 
ship crude following recent 
concerns about safety. 

TransCanada Corp.’s pro¬ 
posed $600-million US Upland 
Pipeline would begin near 
the northwestern North Da¬ 


kota oil hub of Williston and 
go north into Canada about 
320 kilometres. At peak oper¬ 
ation it would transport up 
to 300,000 barrels of oil daily, 
connecting with other pipe¬ 
lines, including the Energy 
East pipeline across Canada. 

TransCanada hopes to have 
the Upland Pipeline operat¬ 
ing in 2018, pending approval 
from the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment, North Dakota’s Public 
Service Commission and Can¬ 
ada’s National Energy Board.

end of the day. It’s not like 
it was a vacation. We all 
worked really hard to make 
a good movie.

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A tale of small-town sports success 


Biopic. Running coach 
who was the inspiration 
behind McFarland film 
remains humble despite 
Hollywood treatment 


Jim and Cheiyl White have 
seen the movie McFarland 
three times and teared up at 
eveiy viewing, even though, as 
he says, “We knew what was 
going to happen.” 

The film, which stars Kevin 
Costner as the most successful 
Californian high school cross¬ 
country coach in histoiy, is the 
stoiy of White, his wife and 
their life and work in McFar¬ 
land, Calif., an impoverished 
town transformed by sports. 

The Texas native taught in 
McFarland for 40 years, estab¬ 
lishing a cross-countiy running 
team that would win nine state 
championships and give the 
runners a glimpse of life out¬ 
side their small town and near¬ 
by fields where many of them 
worked as migrant “pickers.” 

His success may have 
earned him a Hollywood biopic 
and a more permanent trib¬ 
ute in the form of a dedicated 
gazebo in the town square, 
but he sees his influence in 
more metaphysical terms. “To 
me, my legacy is in the hearts 
and minds of these boys I’ve 
taught,” he says. 

In person, White is a 
humble man who quietly 
commands respect. At a post¬ 
screening Q&A I hosted with 
him in Toronto, he earned a 
standing ovation before even 
saying a word. As the audi¬ 
ence clapped he was genuinely 
moved, and with a quivering 
voice whispered to me to “take 
over for a second.” 

Earlier in the day, we dis¬ 
cussed seeing his life played 
out on the big screen. “We 
just hoped they could portray

our true feelings of love for 
the town, for the community. 
That came across real well. We 
also felt like they portrayed the 
true hardships these boys went 
through.” 

Hollywood did 
make some changes to 
White’s stoiy and one 
scene in particular 
irked him. When we 
first see White in the 
film, he’s hurling a 
cleated shoe at the 
lippy captain of his 
Idaho school foot¬ 
ball team, opening 
the kid’s cheek. 

“That is dramatic 
licence,” he says. “It 
bothered me for a 
while but I talked to 
Kevin Costner about it. 


I said, ‘Kevin, can you give me 
your true feelings about the 
situation that happened in 
Idaho?’ He said, ‘I think, Jim, 
you’re going to come across 
as the hero and not the villain 
because you’re standing up for 
what’s right.’ I said, All right,’ 
and I was satisfied with that.” 

White often uses the phrase 
“Well, that’s Hollywood for 
you,” when describing the 
making of the film and liberties 
taken with his life’s stoiy. But 
now the movie is finished, he 
says, “What was really fascinat¬ 
ing to both of us was watching 
the screen and seeing them say, 
‘Mr. White would you come in 
here,’ (or) ‘Jim White this, and 
Cheiyl White that.’ We’re sit¬ 
ting there looking at ourselves 
up there. It was kind of funny.”

Hosting an Academy Awards 
screening party?

When making these appe¬ 
tizers, make sure you prick the 
dough thoroughly, because the 
tomatoes can easily fall on the 
side while baking. 

Simply place them back 
when arranging them on a 
serving platter. 

1. With the rack in the middle 
position, preheat the oven to 
400 F (200 C). Line a baking 
sheet with parchment paper. 

2. On a lightly floured surface, 


roll out the dough to about 1/8 
inch (3 mm) thick. With a 1 
3/4-inch (4.5 cm) round cookie 
cutter, make enough circles to 
match your quantity of snails. 
With a fork, prick the centre 
of the dough several times. 
Place on the baking sheet and 
refrigerate. 

3. Cut off the tomato caps, then 
cut off a thin slice at the base so 
they stand in place. Remove the 
flesh with a small melon bailer. 
Set aside. 

4. In a skillet, melt the butter 
with the garlic. Add the snails 
and cook for about 1 minute 
while stirring. Add the chives. 
Season with pepper. Stuff each 
tomato with a snail. Set aside. 

5. In a bowl, combine the sour 
cream and mustard. Brush over 
each circle of dough. Top with 
the stuffed tomatoes. Drizzle 
with the remaining garlic but¬ 
ter. Bake until golden brown, 
about 20 minutes. Season with 
salt and pepper. Serve warm as 
an hors d’oeuvre.

Though it may be one of 
the most popular fruits in 
the world (and yes, tech¬ 
nically it is a fruit) the af¬ 
fable tomato can be, in a 
word, challenging when it 
comes to a wine match. 

WTien I first read Chef 
Ricardo’s recipe for escargot 
and garlic stuffed tomato 
tarts, I couldn’t help but 
feel a bit like Indiana Jones 
when he realized the 
temple was full of snakes in 
Raiders of the Lost Ark. 

To paraphrase: Toma¬ 
toes. Why did it have to be 
tomatoes? 

Not that they’re impos¬ 
sible to partner with wine. 
It’s just that their forward 
acidity and ripe, fruity 
juiciness can be an off- 
putting counterpoint to the 
vivacious personalities of 
many wines. 

A foodie friend of mine 
adores a Sauvignon Blanc- 
based white with tomatoes. 

I lean towards an acid- 
forward red like an Italian 
Sangiovese. 

While Italy’s Chianti 
region in Tuscany 
is considered 
Sangiovese’s true 
home, Famese’s 
2013 Fantini San¬ 
giovese IGT ($7.95 
to $10.49), made 
in Abbruzo, is 
as soft on the 
palate as it is on 
the pocketboolc.
